ROME, Oct. 29.—(/)—Premier 
Mussolini lined up Italy's civil popu- 
lation of more than forty millions 
today for a grim and sacrificial fight 
against sanctions. 

Il Duce placed the country on a 
six-month diet, instituting meat re- 
strictions, and planned other ecomro- 
mies in supplies, such as paper, furni- 
ture, light and heating used by gov- 
ernment offices. 

A measure effective a week from 
today restricts the sale of meat so as 
to reduce the necessity of imports. 
Butcher shops will be closed on Tues- 
days, sales will be limited on Wednes- 
days and curbs were also put on pub- 
lic dining. Restaurants may not serve 
more than one meat or fish dish at 
a meal. 

Mussolini’s sudden decision to act 
before economic sanctions have been 
imposed was construed in well-inform- 
ed circles as showing that he takes 


the League's sanction plan seriously. 
The wartime card system used by 
other nations, such as bread and meat 
cards, Il Duce rejected as needless. 
He put his trust in his fascists to re- 
duce consumption, asserting “‘one can 
rely on self-discipline, already tested, 
by the whole Italian people.”

Ickes Backs Proposal; At- 
tainment of Work Goal 
by Dec. 1 Seen. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—(P)—A 
proposal by one government relief of- 
ficial for a permanent PWA slum 
clearance program coincided today 
with renewed predietions that the im- 
»mediate drive to end direct. relief 
would reach its goal by December 1. 

Secretary Ickes, speaking at a press 
conference shortly before conferring 
with President Roosevelt, suggested 
that the PWA slum clearance program 
he has directed as one of the emer- 
gency measures should be made per- 
manent and independent of whatever 
relief appropriations are made next 
year. 

Harry L. Hopkins, relief adminis- 
trator, after a protracted talk with 
Mr. Roosevelt, issued a new forecast 
that the work relief drive would reach 
its 3,500,000 job goal by December 1, 
permitting liquidation of the relief ad- 
ministration, The program now is 
2,088,500 jobs short of its goal. 

With six -tates already off direct 
relief, the remainder are to receive 
November grants while Hopkins hunts 
for the 67,000 jobs a day necessary to 
attain the 3,500,000 figure. 

Ickes, who earlier had devoted most 
of his press conference to insisting 
that government subsidies were neces- 
sary to put slum clearance develop- 
ment within reach of the lower income 
budgets, said after he left the White 
House that his talk had been “gen- 
eral.” 

The PWA administrator, many of 
whose housing projects were rejected 
by Hopkins on the grounds that ma- 
terial @osts were too high or that there 
was an insufficient amount of relief 
labor in the vicinity, argued to news- 
papermen that “slum clearance has 
nothing to do with relief.”

African War Crisis Cuts 
Zoo, Circus Supply 

W ASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—(UP) 
The zoo and circus business faced 
a crisis tonight because the Italo- 
Ethiopian war has shut off one of 
the world’s most abundant sources 
of wild animals. 

Leading animal collectors such as 
Louis Ruhe and Carl agenbeck 
have maintained permanent camps 
in Ethiopia for years. The empire 
of the King of Kings has yielded 
many a rich haul. 

The zoo-experts say one reason 
so many wild animals are found in 
Ethiopia is that the natives use 
spears and bows in hunting and it 
is easier for animals to survive 
there than in nations where mod- 
ern firearms are common. 

To show the extent to which the 
United States depends on Ethiopia 
for wild animals, here is a list 
from the Washington zoo. All of 
these animals came from Ethiopia: 

Jumnina, an elephant; a_ hip- 
popotamus from the Blue Nile re- 
gion: an East African leopard one 
of the proudest possessions of the 
zoo; a gelada baboon; a golden ba- 
boon; a hamadryad baboon, which 
is said to travel in large armies 
through Ethiopia; a bustard, one 
of the largest Ethiopian game birds; 
a Ruppell’s vulture, which comes 
from the Ethiopian hill country, 
and two rare types of starling—the

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS |

STRENGTH WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The background behind the 
current business improvement appears to be solid. There 
are no sensational seasonal surges i» particular lines to make them stand 
out temporarily like roses in October. Nor are there quicksands and 
holes marking lags and declines. | 
The bas relief map ot business is smoother than at any time since 
the depression started. It appears to have balance and strength beyond 
any discernible in five years. 
At least this is the obvious conclusion from the government’s own 
business chart, which attempts to balance buSiness like a carpenter’s level. 


SCALES The chart indicates industrial production now is around 91 

per cent normal, which is just about the same relation to 
normality existing last January. But what is different now is that, since 
January, factory employment has improved from 80 to 82; pay rolls from 
64 to 74; department store sales 72 to 82; building 27 to 43; prices 
78.8 to 80.6, 

In simple words, the basis for further improvement has been laid. 
Bigger pay rolls mean the people will have more money to buy. When 
this factor is coupled with a brisk improvement in store sales, a five- 
month strong rise in residential building and firmer prices, it means that 
all om current business uplift stories really have sométhing behind them 
at last. 

It indicates that production should not fall off next month as it fell 
for four months after the January high.

“Ethiopia’s population has been va- 
riously estimated at from five and a 
half to twelve millions,” writes Mr. 
Roberts. “I believe about seven million 
is more nearly correct, although no 
census has been taken. Officially, 
Ethiopia is a Christian country, but 
within the confines of the empire there 
are also Moslems and pagans. 

“In size Ethiopia comprises about 
424,000 square miles, or is nearly nine 
times as large as New York state. 

“West of Eritrea and French Soma- 
liland there is an Ethiopia desert belt 
100 miles wide; its lava formations 
resemble Arizona malpais country at 
its worst. The dry season strikes here 
with terrific force; water holes are 
far apart. : 

“In north and central Ethiopia are 
five Christian provinces, Tigre, Am- 
hara, Gojjam, Wallo and Shea; to 
the southwest is Kafa, the home of 
cofee which took its name therefrom ; 
farther south and east are smaller 
provinces conquered by Emperor Men- 
elik II. 

“West of the desert is one of the 
world’s most striking topographical 
features—an escarpment rising a mile 
or more above the arid lowlands. This
